OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 11.—‘‘That looks 
Mike the man I met comirg; from the 
Rustin home the night of the murder,”

Frederick Rustin, was brought before 
the court this morning for arraign- 
ment.

At 10 o'clock this morning Davis went 
to the police station, accompanied by 
his brothers, to plead to the charge of 
being a suspicious character, which 
was filed against him several days ago. 
AS Soon as he entered the building, 
he was rearrested on a charge of mur- 
dér in the first degree and was brought 


before the court for arraignment. 


Pleads “Not Guilty.” 

Btanding before the Judge, Davis lis- 
tened intently to the reading of the 
complaint. He was pale, but self-con- 
trolled. He continually batted his eyes. 
As the reading progressed a red hue 
overspread his face and at the words 
“charge the said Davis with willful 
and déliberate murder,” he swallowed 
convulsively and moistened his lips. 

Immediately after the reading of the 
complaint and the answer of “Not 
guilty,”’ entered by Davis’ attorney, an 
application was mude for bail.

Thomas Markovitch is at the City 
Hospital with three wounds in his back, 
two in his chest. and one in his brain. 
He says that a man lured him to the 
southwestern city limits Friday and 
upencd fire on him with a revolver when 
they were in a deep wood. 

Markovitch is an Austrian. He speaks 
no English and his statement was made 
through an interpreter. He says that he 
lives on Papin street, but does not know 
the house number. : 

At 10 a. m., Fred W. Wulf of 4900 
Watson road saw a man stagger into 
the yard and fall on the front steps. 

Taken to Poorhouse. 

Going to the stranger, he found that 
he was suffering trom many wounds. 
Wulf took the man in a buggy to the 
City Poorhouse, a mile away. There he 
remained conscious, but talked incoher- 
ently, according to an interpreter 
brought from a neighboring factory. 

“I went out early this morning with 
& man that lives in the same house 
with me,” he said.’ “He was my friend 
and he said he would get me a good 
job. 

Quarreled in the Woods, 

“We kept walking until we were in 
the woods. Then we quarreled. I don't 
know what it was. about, but we said 
bad words to each other. 

“My friend pulled his revolver and 
shot me twice. He turned and walked 
away, but he came back and shot me 
three times. I ran and he shot me in 
the head.” 

At the City Hospital it is said there 
is little chance for Markovitch’s re- 
covery. The wound in the head and one 
of those in the chest are thought to be 
mortal.

Wilson Foster, who styles himself the

cent natural gas bill until he can get 
his own 30-cent natural gas bill before 
the Assembly. 

Mr. Foster, who has an office at 203 
Security Building, has three $10,000,000 
corporations. He admits that in order to 
pipe natural gas into St. Louis it will be 
necessary for him to sell $10,000,000 worth 
of the treasury stock of the United Gold 
Co. and the Oklahoma Petroleum Co., 
which are capitalized for $10,000,000 each. 

Mr. Foster also has the Internatioga] 
Gold Co., Limited, with a capital of 
$10,000,000. The United Gold Co. is also 
‘limited,’’ but, so far as the _ record 
shows, the Oklahoma Petroleum Co. is 
“‘unlimited.’’ 

Has His Gas Ready for Use. 

Mr. Foster says that he has leases 
on 40,000 acres of gas and oil lands in 
Illinois, Kahsas and Oklahoma. He has 
gas wells capped in Illinois, he says, 
ready to shoot a big supply of the nat- 
ural product into St. Louis as soon as 
he can get the franchise. 

Members of the Public Improvements 
Committee of the House of Delegates 
are using Mr. Foster’s proposition as ar 
excuse for further delay in reporting the 
35-cent natural gas bill. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter asked Mr. 
Foster to state what backing he has 
to guarantee that he will be able to 
furnish natural gas to St. Louis. He 
sat down at his typewriter and wrote 
the following: 

“Oklahoma Petroleum Co., capital 
stock, $.0,000,000. Offices, Tulsa, Ok., St. 
Louis, East St. Louls and Boston, Mass. 

‘“Tnited Gold Co., limited; capital 
stock, $10,000,000. Offices St. Louts, 302 
Security Building; Boston, Mass., Phoe- 
nix, Ariz., Seattle, Wash., Chicago, II1., 
Montreal, Canada, Ingersoll, Ontario, 
Canada, Liverpool, England, Vancouver, 
B. C., Indianapolis, Ind. 

“The principal stockholders of these 
two companies number nearly 100 mem- 
pers, Of which more than 25 are St. 
Louls business men of good standing 
and commercial credit, but for business 
feasons I am not at liberty to publish 
their names, although I will say that 
they are connected with the manage- 
ment of railroads, banks, trust compan- 
ies and other prominent companies ef 
this city. 

“We have nearly $10,000,000 of treas- 
ury stock in these two companies now 
in the treasury, and are amply able to 
raise all the money we need to carry out 
our contract with the city should we 
secure the contract to supply it with 
natural gas, and would prefer a con- 
tract for 50 or 100 years in preference 
to a 10-year contract, as this would 
guarantee a permanent investment.” 


Is His Own Stenographer. 


In addition to running the three $10,- 
006,000 corporations Mr. Foster finds time 
to act as his own stenographer, publish 
a newspaper boosting the stock of his 
International company and promising a 
return of $100 for every dollar invested 
in it. 

He also advertises that he loans 
money on furniture, diamonds and se- 
curitfes, buys and sells stocks and 
bonds, and also buys and selis rurni- 
ture, furnished houses, equities and good 
businesses. 

He wants partners without money 
and partners with money, draws lcgal 
contracts, wills and testaments, pre- 
vents lawsuits, furnishes bonds, buys 
and sells commercial paper, incorpo- 
rates stock companies and writes by- 
laws on demand. 

Mr. Foster’s prospectus further 
States that consultation is free at his 
office between 9 a. m. and 4 p. m. 
Other excerpts from his pamphlet, cai- 
culated to show his,diveraified attain- 
ments, are:

BURNING BOAT 
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Struggle for ‘Life Follows 
Beaching of Craft Above 
~ Memphis. 





MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 11.—Fighting 
and crowding to the front, negro rousta- | 
bouts were the first to land from the 
burning Peters Lee when that boat was 
beached at Island 8, Mississippi River, 


before daylight Thursday morning. Fi- 
nally all were landed in safety and the 
crew fotight the flames gallantly, ex- 
tinguishing them before the engines 
were damaged. : 

Fire was discovered in the linen room 
in the rear of the boat about 1 o'clock 
Thursday: morning. The Lee was then 
below Cairo and near Island 8. Capt. 
Flannigan realized the need of. imme- 
diate action and ordered the passengers 
awakened. 

Panic ensued, when men, women and 
children saw their danger, and it took 
the combined efforts of every, member 
of the crew to quiet them. 

“Beach this boat whenever@you can,”’ 
shouted Capt. Flannigan, and the pllot 
turned its nose toward Island 8 The 
engines were thumping busily all the 
time and the crew was working as a 
well-regulated machine. 

Negroes Push Women Aside. 

When the nose of the boat hit the 
bank and the gangplank was lowered, 
the negro roustabouts scrambled and 
climbed and pushed to the front, crowd- 
ing women and children out of the 
way. Men passengers showed admirable 
coolness and helped keep the women 
and children quiet until the last negro 
had reached shore. 

All this time the flames were spreading 
rapidly, but Capt. Flannigan and his 
crew assured the passengers that they 
would be saved. After the negroes had 
reached safety the passengers went 
ashore. Many of them had been driven 
from their staterooms without having 
time to take any clothing. Some were 
wrapped in bed clothes, but for the most 
part they were attired only in their 
night clothes. The chill night air caused 
keen suffering. ‘ 

Roustabouts Pillage Staterooms. 

Once the passengers were landed and 
were assured of safety the crew went 
to work with a will to quench the 
flames, and after a hard fight the fire 
was controlled. Once the danger was 
over the passengers allege the negro 
roustabouts slipped back on the boat 
and went prowling from stateroom to 
stateroom pillaging each one. Hardly a 
passenger but who is said to have lost 
something.

The company late yesterday afternoon 
was placed in the hands of a receiver. 
Acting on complaint of the Linen Thread 
Co. of New Jersey and Alfred E. Booth 
of Baltimore, the latter a stockholder 
and director and member of the family 
which founded the business 40 years ago, 
United States Circuit Judge Betliva 
granted the receivership. 

W. J. Chalmers, president of the Com- 
mercial National Safety Deposit Co., 
and director in the Allis-Chalmers Co., 
was appointed receiver. His bond was 
fixed at $50,000. 

The total Habilities of the corpora- 
tion are placed at $5,896,500, principally 
peing notes held by various note brokers 
and banks. The assets are placed at $8,- 
000,000. The four principal Chicago banks 
involved are the Corn Exchange Na- 
tional, the First National, the Commer- 
cial National and the Continental Na- 
tional. The Chicago banks are said to 
be carrying paper estimated at from 
$1,000,000 to $2,125,000. It is stated the 
firm is being carried by more than 2) 
banks and brokers scattered throughout 
the country. 

A number of local bankers, headed by

1895 they made sure of that by getting 
a 50-year franchise to lay pipes ana 
wires for supplying steam and electricity 


for heating purposes. This plant they 


) put in operatfn in connection with their 


other industries and thus they owned 
the street railway, the electric and gas 
lighting and the power and heating ser- 
vices of Danville, their control being like 
that of the North American Co, in St. 
Louis. ie 

The system was completed by 1895. As- 
sociated with the Cannons in business 
were A. C. Daniels and Frank Penwell, 
both Danville capitalists. 

In 1895, Representative, now Speaker 
Cannon, made a strike for Danville by 
getting a bill through Congress esta- 
blishing a Soldiers’ Home here. The 
home was built at a beautiful spot two 
and one-half miles from Danv'%le. 

Soon after the home wag built, the 
street railway company got a franchise 


for a line to the home and its tracks 


were laid into the grounds of the home. 
Band concerts are given there three 
times a week. The old soldiers have 
many visitors from Danville and from 
Other cities. They also frequently come 
down town. The fare is 5 cents. 

Danville business men sayit was 
the line to the Soldier’s Home which 
made the street railway company a 
valuable property. 

The next move in the public utilities 
business came in 1898, after ‘‘Charley’”’ 
Allen, Republican member of the Illi- 
nois Legislature from this city, intro- 
duced a bill which passed, enabling 
Street railway compantes to get fran- 
chises for 30 years, instead of 20 years, 
as under the old law. , 

Obtained 30-Year Franchise. 

At the time it was said that the :Chi- 

street railway interests wanted 


this change. Charles T. Yerkes, the 


_ traction millionaire, had fought for a 
60-year franchise, but this city was all 


that the Legislature benefited. Soon 
after this the Danville Gas, Electric 
Light and Street Railway Co., which 
was the corporate consolidation of all 
the Cannon interests, applied to the 
Danville City Council for an extension 
of its franchise to 30 years, under the 
Allen law. The bill granting a 20-year 
franchise to the company for nothing 
passed the Council, but the Democratic 
Mayor vetoed it. lt was promptly 
passed over his veto. 

Although it was generally known 
that Joseph G. Cannon was the political 
power in the Cannon family, he sel- 
dom appeared on behalf of the Cannon 
interests in business. Joseph took an 
active hand when the company was 
changing from horses to electricity. 
Mayor Beard contended that the com- 
pany was not changing its tracks ac- 
cording to ordinance and he prepared 
to tear up the tracks. Joseph G. Can- 
hon then went into court as attorney 
and got an injunetion against the 
Mayor. 

Soon after the street railway fran- 
chise was extended to 30 years, the 
Cannons sold their public utilities in- 
terests here to the Illinois Traction Co., 
or the McKinley syndicate, as it is 
termed. This is the same company 
which is building the trolley bridge 
at St. Louis. Congressman W. B. Mc- 


Kinley of Champaign is the head of it. 


Rates Once Were High. 

_The rates charged by the utilities com- 
pany for its services at present are as 
follows: 

Gas, $1.25 per 1000 feet; power, 5 cents 
per watt hour; incandescent’ electric 
ght, 50 cents per light per month if 
burned until midnight; $1 per month per 
light for all-night light; $1.25 per month 
Per light for day lighting. 

For heating the company makes con- 
tracts specially for each building and 
its rate is not fixed. Consumers say 
these rates have been in force since 
about 1900, but before that they were 
higher, the price for gas in the early 
days being as high as $ a thousand 
feet. 

Mr. McKinley and Speaker Cannon are 
fast friends.

The price which the Cannon interests 
got for their stock in the Danville Gas, 
Electric Light and Street Railway Co. 
has never been made public. but it is 
generally understood in Danville that it

DES MOINES, Io., Sept. 11.—The $20 
bonds of Mrs. Percy Stein and Mrs. 
Mary Bayard, her mother, holding them 
to appear to answer charges of the mur- 
der of Percy Stein and Miss Hester 
Porter in Loudenville, O., to be filed by 
the Ohio authorities, were dismissed to- 
day by Chief of Detectives Edward 
Johnson and the women are at liberty.

One Dying Man Voted in 
One Precinct. 








FRAUD REVELS IN THIRD 


twenty-Two Bench Warrants 
Are Out for Election 
Judges and Clerks. 


The ghost walked with a vengeance 
in the fifth precinct of the Fifteenth 
Ward on the day of the primary elec- 
tion. Detectives La Barge and Lynch, 
who canvassed the precinct for Cir- 
cuit Attorney Sager, believes someone 
moved a whole graveyard into the poll- 
ing places. ‘ 
They found that the names of ll 
dead men were voted there, as well as 
the name of a man who was dying 
on election day, and who subsequently 
made a deathbed statement to a friend, 
asking him to ‘“‘be sure and tell those 
canvassers that: I didn’t vote.” 

‘he statement was made by Joe 
Biglio, -1521% Lucas avenue, to Green 
Moore, who lives in the same house. 
Biglio died several weeks after the 
primary, 

Names of Dead Voted. 
Following is the report by the de- 
tectives on 11 men whose names were 
voted in that precinct: 

William Armstrong, 1309 Linden, died 

two years ago; Dan Oate, 1303 Linden, 
died a year ago; Mitchel! Calloway, 
152144 Lucas avenue, died two years 
azo; R. E. Wilcox, 1515 Lucas avenue, 
died 16 months ago; Patrick Shea, 821 
North Fourteenth, died two months 
ago: L. B. Breckenridge, 1313 Lucas, 
died July 5, 1907; Ison Poister, 1427 Gay, 
died a year ago; Henry Price, 721 North 
‘ourteenth, died nine months ago; J. 
V. Ivers, 712 North Thirteenth, died 
in May, 1907; Robert Miller, 704 North 
Fifteenth, died shortly before the pri- 
mary; J. Schumacher, 722 North Fif- 
teenth, died nine months ago. 


Only 13 Admit Voting. 
According to the officia] returns from 


this precinct Cowherd received 73 votes, 
Stapel 1, Hadley 93, Ball and Wallace 
none. , 

The detectives could find only 13 per- 
sons who would say that they had 
voted. They could not interview the 11 
dead men who cast their ballots, but 
they found seven live ones whose names 
were voted, but who said they were not 
at the polling places. They report that 
47 who “voted” had moved; 38 names 
were fictitious, 2 had disappeared, 1 re- 
fused to give any information. 

In the Sixth Precinct of the Fifth 
Ward the official returns gave Cowherd, 
48: Ball, 4; Stapel, 10; Wallace, 0, and 
Hadley, 30. 

Detective Andrew White, who can- 
vassed this precinct, reports that Max 
Mueller, 1608 Wash street, whose name 
was voted, died eight months before the 
primary. 

Fifteen persons in this precinct told 
Detective White that they had voted. 
Twelve of them said they voted the 
Republican ticket. One man said he 
had not been to the polling place. Ten 
had moved. Five names were fictitious. 
Two would give no information. 

Eight Deny Voting. 

In the third precinct of the same ward 
87 persons admitted to Detectives Mc- 
Mullen and Grady that they had voted. 
Eight said they did not. Twenty-eight 
had moved. Thirteen names were fic- 
titious. Two men who went to vote 
found that their names had been voted. 

In the second precinct Detectives Wells 
and Phie found six fictitious names. 
Forty-six men said they had voted, two 
said they had not. Eight had moved. 

In the Fourth Precinct, where the of- 
ficial returns gave Cowherd 49 votes 
and Hadley 27, the detectives could find 
only 26 men who said they had cast 
their ballot. Seven said they had not, 7 


had moved, 19 names were fictitious, 16 
whose names were voted could not be 
found in the precinct. 

In the Seventh Precinct, where the 
returns gave Cowherd 61 and Hadicy 
59, only 16 who would say they voted 
were found. Nineteen names were fie- 
titious, the detectives say; 12 others 
could not be found. Four would make 
no statement. 

Warrants Out for 22. 

Bench warrants for 22 election of- 
ficials in the Third Ward now are in 
the Sheriff's hands. Twelve were in- 
dicted. Wednesday and six Thursday. 
The others were returned last week. 

Friends of the men named in the 
warrants told the deputies that if 
their names were given out they 
would surrender and give bond. 

Circuit Attorney Sager rejected a 
compromise, declaring that they must 
be arrested In the regular way and 
brought to his office as prisoners.

There is profound anxiety 
lest the procession of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment on Sunday afternoon may result 
in disorder as the extreme Protestant 
party is calling for support in publicly 
protesting against ‘“‘such a ceremony 
being held in the capital of a Pretestant 
kingdem.’’ They appealed to King Ed- 
ward and demanded that the Home 
Secretary prohibit the precession, as one 
section of the Cathelic Emancipation Act 
of 1829 prehibits Catholics having any 
religious ceremony ing England, except 
in a church or a private heuse. The 
Home Secretary has ignored this de- 
mand. 

A guard of 15,000 Catholics, mostly 
Irishmen,. has been formed te protect 
the precession from interference, and 
bleodshed may ensue if the Protestants 
persist in protesting against a cere- 
meny which the Catholics regard with 
pecullar veneration. 

Resolutions pledging devotion te the 
Blessed Sacrament and _ unalterable 
fidejity te the Apostolic See were adopt- 
ed by acclamation at the first meeting. 

Archbishop Bruchesi of Montreal de- 
clared: “The congress marks the re- 
entry of Catholicism into its old king- 
dem, and three days hence the Holy 
Sacrament, hitherto carried only under 
priests’ robes, will be berne publicly 
through the streets of London as a re- 
sult of the congress. I cheerish the 
hope that all England will return to the 
Catholic faith.’’

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PUBLIC SCHOOLS T0 TEACH 
SPECIAL MATRIMONY COURSE 


Kansas Educator Says This Is Nec- 
essary to Prevent Increase 


of Insanity. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 11.—‘‘The time 
is coming when a course preparatory 
to matrimony will be offered in our 
public schools in which young men and 
women will be taught some important 
matters relative to marriage,” said 
Prof. F. H. Blackmar, head of the 
department of sociology in the Univer- 


sity of Kansas, here last night, in an 
address before the superintendents of 
Kansas’ charitable institutions. 

Prof. Blackmar believes a course 
would go far toward improving Ameri- 
cans and he believes it is the most 
expedient remedy for unhappy mar- 
riages. 

Prof. Blackmar advocated a strict 
physical and mental examination for all 
applicants for marriage licenses. Per- 
sons afflicted with pulmonary or men- 
tal diseases should not be allowed to 
marry, he said. Careful selection is 
believed by Prof. Blackmar and the 
superintendents of the hospitals for the 
insane and penal institutions to be 
necessary to prevent an. increase in in- 
ganity, epilepsy and crime.

A FOURTEEN-FOOT CHANNEL. 

Both presidential candidates will address the 
Waterways Convention in Chicago, which meets 
Oct. 7. Both parties are committed to the lake 
to gulf improvement project, which contemplates 
@ 14-foot channel through the Mississippi Val- 
ley. The convention is bound to have important 
results, since it is expected that the scheme will 
there crystallize and take form in a definite pro- 
gram. 

The work from Chicago to the mouth of the 
Illinois River presents special problems which 
will be attacked by the State of Ilinois. In Oc-, 
tober, 1907, the Legislature voted a loan of $20,- 
000,000 for the purpose, subject to a vote of the 
people in November of this. year. For the rest, 
the Inland Waterway Commission appointed by 
President Roosevelt and acting under national 
authority will make estimates and recommenda- 
tions, having in view a comprehensive plan, in- 
cluding the improvement.of the Mississippi to the 
gulf and other important Western rivers. 

The project is no longer a local or sectional 
demand, but a scheme of nationa! interest in 
which the whole country engages. The force cf 

an educated, intelligent and energetic public sen- 
-timent is behind it and nobody now thinks of any 
but progressive and continuous work. 
It is gratifying to reflect that. this great un- 
@ertaking had its inception in St. Louis, when 
the Post-Dispatch first called attention to the im- 
“portance, even the necessity, of a deep water- 
way from Chicago to the gulf, in connection with 
‘the Panama Canal. This suggestion was taken 
»up by the Business Men’s League, which worked 
with so much effect that the Democratic Con- 
vention of 1904 made it a plank in the platform 
of that party.

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THE VITAL QUESTION. 
One of the meatiest, most significant utterances 
in the Republican platform is contained in the 
following paragraph: 


Notwithstanding the satisfactory and efficient 
records that have been made by the respective 
State officials during the last four years, the 
people of Missouri are asked in this campaign 
to restore the conduct of State affairs to that 
faction of the Democratic party which was 
driven from power in 1904. In this connection we 
call the attention of the people to the fact that the 
present Democratic Governor of the State and 
many of his supporters have frequently charged 
in public speeches that prior to 1904 the Demo- 
cratic leaders then in charge of State affairs had 
used police departments and election boards of 
the large cities as political machines; that they 
had so prostituted the ballot to corrupt political 
purposes that elections no longer expressed the 
free will of a free people; that the police depart- 
ments of the large cities had under their admin- 
istration become both inefficient and corrupt; that 
the bribe giver and the bribe taker “stalked 
through legislative halls and went unwhipped of 
justice; in fact, it was the charge of Gov. Folk 
that the State Government had been so conduct- 
ed by the men then in control of the Democratic 
party that the “restoration of the principles of 
common honesty had become the paramount is- 
sue in Missouri politics.’’ 


Practically every word of this indictment of 
the Democratic party as it was conducted before 
the Folk reform movement swept the Staie, 
smashing the old machine and defeating its 
branded candidates, is true. The picture cannot 
well be painted too dark. The old Democratic 
organization was packed with corporation agents 
and tools. Party leaders, while denouncing cor- 
poration political influence in public dickered 
with corporation representatives in private. Cor- 
poration contributions to party campaign funds 
were received and concealed. Lobbyists swarmed 
at the State capital dealing out favors to legis- 
lators and party leaders in return for political 
and legislative favors. Boodle reigned in the 
State Legislature. The exposure of one of sev- 
eral gigantic boodle deals shocked, not only the 
State, but the entire country. Measures were 
passed or beaten as interested corporations dic- 
tated. 

It is needless to revive the police scandals oi 
St. Louis in which the force was not only put 
into politics, but into nearly everything it should 
have been out of. The police force was the in- 
strument of the political machine. It connived 
at thuggery and shameless election frauds. 

But enough of unpleasant memories. We cal! 
attention to the facts to emphasize the question 
whether or not it is true as charged in the Re- 
publican platform that the voters are asked to 
restore the conduct of the party to the faction 
which was driven from power in 1904. 

That is the vital question in the State. cam-: 
paign. 

It was fortunate for the State Democracy that 
the Folk administration—the Folk reform move- 
ment which is bigger than Gov. Folk, but which 
he représents—intervened between 1904 and the 
present campaign. The value of the reform move- 

ment in the party and the reform administration 
which it carried into power to the Democratic 
party is proven by the fact that the Republicans 
found practically nothing to criticise in the work 
of a Democratic Governor and a Democratic Leg- 
islature for the past four years. On the contrary 
the Republican platform is a practical indorse- 
mefkt of the Folk administration. The policies 
it commends in the main are Folk policies and 
the policies to which it pledges the party are in 
the main based upon measures suggested, initiated 
or carried through during the Folk administra‘ 
tion. The Democracy, as far as State issues are 
coneerned, would be in a hopeless predicament 
if the fire of the enemy had not been blocked by 
the achievements of the new Democracy. « 

Unfortunately there is nothing in the proceed- 
ings of the Democratic gathering at Jefferson 
City to indicate that the party leaders realized 
the value of the Folk reforms—realized at all 
that the present reform administration is ihe 
party’s greatest asset in the State campaign. 
There was no public recognition of the fact that 
the party must depend upon the reforms accom- 
plished within the past four years for its stan4- 
ing in the State, and for its necessary suppcrt 
from a large element of Democratic and inde- 
pendent voters. The platform perfunctorily in- 
dorsed the Folk administration with other ad- 
ministrations good, bad and indifferent. It in- 
dorsed the record of Senator Stone, who was 
the head and front, the guide and counselor of 
the old discredited machine, which jammed his 
candidacy through the Legislature against an 
overwhelming popular sentiment, and whese 
leaders and following are supporting his candi- 
dacy for re-election, Conspicuous in the con- 
vention were several discredited and beaten lead- 
ers of the “old gang,” whose activity suggested 
tha “gum shoe” conferences and backroom deals 
of the past.

Every man, interested in the building up of the 
city and in its prosperity, every proprietor of a 
business as well as every proprietor of a home— 
every interest but that of the Laclede Gas mo- 
nopoly and its puppets—recognizes the desirability

The Laclede monopoly is pulling the wires and 
arranging its influences against one of the most 
important measures for the welfare of the city 
that has ever been before the Municipal Assembly, 
and the measure is flagrantly held up in the 
Public Improvement Committee of the House of

By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Battling 


with a wind blowing 10 miles an hour 
or sailing with and ahead of it, cutting 
more capers aloft than the most ener- 
getic humming bird ever attempted, and 
emphasizing his mastery of the air, 
Orville Wright again set a new world’s 
record yesterday afternoon for aero- 


planes. 

He drove his great: man-made bird 
back and forth over the parade grounds 
at Fort Myer for an hour, five minutes 
and 42 seconds at an average speed of 
about thirty-six miles an hour and sur- 

. passed his phehomenal performance of 
Wednesday by three minutes and 29 
seconds. 

As he took his seat in: front of the 
motor he told those around him that he 
would remain v> only an hour and five 
minutes. In order to know exactly when 
to descend he commissioned his assist- 
ant to climb to the roof of one of the 
cavairy barns to the left of the parade 
grounds and mark in big figures on the 
black surface cvery time five minutes 
had elapsed. 

Danger Was Only Apparent. 
The scheme worked like a charm. 
Wright had to spend the most strenuous 
hour of his career as an aeror-ut while 
he was up, but he stuck it out and came 
down in good order. Every army of- 
ficer and aero .ut who witnessed the 
feat declared there was no longer any 
doubt that he c uld remain aloft just as 
long as the gasoline in the tank of his

“It was fine,” he said as he alighted 
at the conclusion: of the fifty-eighth 
round of the parade grounds.

A distinctive feature of the perform- 
ance was the great altittide at which the 
major part of the flight was made. Dur- 
ing the last 20 minutes Wright frequent- 
ly gent the big ship up to 200 feet ana 
On one round it was calculated that he 
Went as high as 250. 

As the twilight came on the wind 
‘veered around to the northwest and the 
clever aviator had ample opportunity for 
displaying his absolute mastery of the 
wonderful craft. He would literally 
make it dance sideways, plunge down- 
ward like a “shoot the chutes” and up- 
Ward with the grace and ease of an 
eagle.. He came to earth with the pro- 
pellers working at full speed and slid 
along the ground fully 80 feet before 
coming to a stop. 

Official Trials Coming Later. 


The official trials will be held as soon 
as Mr. Wright announces his readiness. 
He will probably make preliminary 
flights for a week or more before he 
tests the aeroplane before the Army 
Board. He will endeavor to make + few 
short flights for speed today and may 
begin making flights with C. W. Fur- 
mise, his assistant, in order to practice 
for the official endurance trial, in 
which the aeroplane will have to .re- 
main in the air with two men one hour. 

A. M. Herring, whose aeroplane 
weighs only 20 pounds, is said to have 
asked the War Department to grant 
& two weeks’ extension of time in which 
to prepare for the tests, but no con- 
firmation of the report could be ob- 
tained. Officers on the Board of Aero- 
mauts said this morning that jn their
